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To all whom it may concern: 

Be it known that I, Stephen 0. Smith, of 
New York, in the county of New York and 
State of New York, have invented a new and 
Improved Mode of Manufacturing- Birots and 
Shoes of Sheet India-Rubber; and I do here 
• by declare that the following is a lull and ex- 
act description of the process of manufacture. 

A cloth or leather lining is fitted to the last 
and sewed or cemented to an insole of leather. 
Over this are then spread with a brush two or. 
three coats of dissolved india-rubber to render 
it sticky. The sheet-rubber is then cut into 
the proper shape and two or three coats of dis- 
solved india-rubber spread on one side of it. 
The sheet-rubber is then put onto the cloth lin- 


ing and rubbed down. The cement on itcauses 
it to adhere to the cloth. A sole of leather or 
india-rubber is then cemented to the bottom. 
The boot or shoe is then taken from the last, 
bound round the top, blacked, and is ready for 
use. 

What T claim as my invention, and desire to
